Ji5E?.?..t, 


The Credit Bureau 


A 


MONG the many commendable efforts put forth by 


the Business Men's Association to improve local 


conditions none is more worthy of support than the 
establiehment of an individual credit rating among then 
customers. If this movement is run fairly and systemati- 
cally over a period of several years it will prove to be a 
•wholesome financial stimulant to the entire city. 


Ninety percent of our people are good pay. Perhaps 


five percent at any give time are perfectly honest and 
make a conscientious effort to meet their obligations,, 
but thru sickness, temporary unemployment or some sirn-' 
ilar misfortune they fail to meet at least a part of their 
bills in a reasonable time. Five percent will cover the 
wilfully dishonest. Yet it is the five percent which fill 
the books of the merchants with unpaid bills. 
' 


It is this five percent which exercises a disorgan- 


izing, confusing influence on all retail trade. 
Merchants j 


who are conducting a legitimate business and are satis-, 
lied with reasonable profits are compelled to take the 
"dead beats'' into account. In order to save themselves i 
these bad accounts are reckoned with regularly by lh«, 
merchant and it is the family that is rated as good pay 
that ultimately has to foot the bills of the "dead ones." 


This creates an unsatisfactory condition for all mer- 


chants, for they realize before any of us the injustice of, 
being compelled to* sell goods at a slightly higher rate to 
honest customers in order to make good a certain per- 
centage of losses they know they will be compelled to 
carry on their books. Yet without some system of credit 1 
rating it is impossible for the retailer to separate the, 
sheep from the goats, the honest credit risk from thej 
dishonest. 
! 


Coshocton merchants have been negligent in this! 


respect. Other cities of the same class have their credit | 
bureaus and they work to the advantage of the merchant, 
and the entire 90 or 95 percent of good-pay customers, j 
No man or woman, no matter how poor, need -have any 
fear of this credit bureau. It is not a matter of relative 
wealth, but of absolute honesty, at which the merchants 
are trying to arrive. 


Credit ratings are almost as old as the modern sys- 


tem of conducting business. 
Every merchant, every 


manufacturer of any consequence, is himself rated in 
the great mercantile agencies like Dun and Bradstreet 
and, like the individual, welcomes the fact, if he is hon- 
est. 
The local credit bureau simply undertakes to begin, 


where Dun or Bradstreet leaves off and to carry into j 
effect locally what these large agencies have long been ( 
doing on a national scale. 
! 


The plan itself is a wise one and a workable one, if 


it be properly conducted. It is doing for the ninety per- 
cent what in justice should long ago have been done for j 
them here and our only suggestion to the merchants is, 
to insist upon a 100 percent membership, not so much 
for their own protection as for the protection of the j 
general public.
